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ONCE AGAIN, an introverted 
loner responding to an inner voice 
left a Jerusulem hotel room last 
week und headed with toals of 
destruction for the Mountain of the 
Lord. 

In 1969, Dennis Michael Rohan, 
a Christian tourist from Australia, 
carried in his knapsack cans of ben- 
zine and kerosene with which he 
hoped to burn down Al-Aksa Mos- 
que. Lust week, Alan Goodman, a 
Jewish immigrant from the United 
States, took the M-16 rifle he had 
learned io use just a few days 
before in his basic army training— 
he reportedly still did nol know how 
to sel it for automatic fire — und 
shot his way into the Dome of the 
Rock. 

Jerusalem has ulways been a 
focus not only for pilgrims, but for 
would-be Messiahs und mentally 
disturbed persons drawn by the 
mystic character of the city. Par- 
ticularly since the Six Day War, an 
event regurded by some fundamen- 
talists as heralding the End of Days, 
the city has seen many bizarre 
visitors, including more than onc 
fancitully-dressed figure on u white 
donkey — the method of transpor- 
lation trudition assigns to the Mes- 
siuh, The Temple Mount, where the 
inaceessible Holy of Helies once 
held the ‘Tublets of the Law brought 
down by Moses from Mount Sinai, 
provides a super’ background 
aguinst which to act out their fan- 
fasies. 

For Rohan, the fantasy was thal 
his miserable life as u drifting sheep- 
sheurer, punctuated by commitials 
to mental hospitals, had led by 
divine guidance to the mission of 
burning down the mosque, so that 
he could rebuild the Temple, rule 
over Judea, and wed his ulpan 
teacher, Zippora, who would 
hecome his queen. 

The revelation of Goodman's fan- 
tasy will have Lo await his trial; but 
similarities between the two men 
are already evident. 

Like Rohan, Goodman is 
described by those who knew him 
here as w strange, {riendless person 
who’ dften talked to himself. The 
testimony of Goodman's ulpan 
teacher that the American often 
used sexual profanity in the 
presence of female students ap- 
parently echoes Rohan's sexual 
obsessions, Like Rohan, Goodman 
had evidefitly drifted through life 
without meaningful direction until 
the act that brought hiro to the in- 
stant attention of the whole world, 
from the pope and the president of 
the United States to the girl who 
had reportedly rejected him in 
Sweden. 

The Arabs of Jerusalem, and 
Moslems throughout the world, are 
understandably upset al this second 
severe violation of the holy site in 13 
years. They believe that it cannot be 
by mere chance that two madmen 
should have descended on them in 
so short a span of time. Most local | 
Arabs are convinced that Goodman 
was not simply a lone madman, but 
part of a conspiracy. This suspicion 
fed on the confused firing on the 
Temple Mount by security forces 
during the incident und on the 
widespread report by local Arabs 
that three Israeli civilians wearing 
kipot and carrying rifles appeared 
on the site as much as un hour ufter 
Goodman had been apprehended 
— and thal one of them allegedly 
killed the second of the two Arabs 

fo die on the Mount that morning. 


THE FORCEFUL. Moslem reac- 
tion Lo the incident here and abroad 
demonstrated once again that there 
is no more sensitive paint for the 
Arobs in their relations with Israel 
than the Temple Mount — not land 
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expropriation, political suppression 
or anything else. When after 
Geodman began shooting, the 
muozzins’ used minaret 
loudspeakers to call on the faithful 
to “save the mosque,” the security 
forces first on the scone were hard 
put to restrain the inflamed crowds 
which poured into the Mount from 
rushing the Dome of the Rock to 
lynch the gunman. 

Ever since Israel] won contro! of 
the Old City in the Six. Day War, the 
Arabs have feared that the Jews’ 
ultimate intention Is to rebuild the 
Temple on the ruins of the Dome of 


the Rock and Al-Aksa. The fire set 


by Rohan, which badly damaged 
the latter, was for them clear confir- 
mation. 


In fact, however, Israeli polloy - 


from the very beginning has been to 
leave the Temple Mount effectively 


in Moslem hands, even though it is. 


also Jewry's holiest site. The In- 
describable conflict that could-have 
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ensued if both sides claimed it was 
averted by the enforcement of the 
age-old rabbinical injunction 
against Jews going onto the Mount 
until the coming of the Messiah. 
Less than two weeks afler the war, 
Defence Minister Moshe Dayan 
ordered Israeli troops off the Mount 
and formally handed the area back 
to the Moslem authorities to run it 
. a8 they chose. He was not, however, 
handing over sovereignty. To.sym- 
bolize this, he ordered the confisca- 
tlon of the key to the Moghrabi 
Gate, the one closest to the Western 
Wall. 
Although Israeli military guards 
- Were posted at the-gate to ensure 
agcess to the Mount, operational 
control remained in the hands of the 
Supreme Moslem Council. The 
hours fixed by the Wakf for visitors 
to the Mount were honoured at the 
-Moghrabi Gate as well. A small 
police post was opened on the 
Mount to help maintain order, but,

the Israeli authorities, with con- 
siderable sensitivity, detailed mostly 
Arab East Jerusalemité policemen 
for this duty. 

Their most trying task has been to 
prevent Jewish nationalists from 
demonstratively praying on the 
Mount. In order to avoid public dis- 
turbances, “the government issued 
clear instructions in 1967 that the 
police would prevent any attempt 
by Jews to pray there. The Moslem 
Council has retained exclusive 
responsibility for the Mount's 
maintenance, and no Israeli flag hes 
flown there since, a few days after 
the war, Dayan ordered the removal 
of the banner hoisted by the 
Paratroopers who captured it. 

“The Moslem authorities used 
both the Rohan and the Goodman 
incidents to demand the return of 
the key lo the gate, blaming the 
Israeli authorities for what had hap- 
pened. Neither Rohan nor 
Goodman, in fact, entered through 
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the Moghrabi Gate. If they ἢ 
they would have been Stopped b 
the Israeli guards posted there 
Rohan’s knapsack would have been 
examined and Goodman Would 
have had to leave his weapon ai the 
gale, as standing orders demand, 

Rohan came in through one of 
the northern gates, manned by 
Moslem guards. He had been able 
to enter the Al-Aksa before it was 
opened to the public through the 
connivance of εἰ mosque guard 
whom he had tipped liberally in the 
past. The only blame that could be 
placed on [sruel was that it had won 
the war, captured the Old City and 
thereby stirred Messianic hopes. 
The war, however, hud been started 
on the eastern front by Jordan, 
which had ignored urgent Messages 
from Jerusalem to keep the peace 
while Israel and Egypt fought it on 
in Sinai. 


WHEN GOODMAN made his ap. 
peurance on the Mount last week, 
securily was lighter than it had been 
in Rohan's time. Policemen were 
now stationed at the gate alongside 
the Wakf's own guards. This proved 
insufficient defence, as it has 
proven so often elsewhere, against 
an armed man prepared to die and 
using the advantage of surprise. The 
two policemen on the scene were 
simply gunned down before they 
knew what was happening. 
Goodman was able to mount the 
Foundation Stone in the centre of 
the Dome of the Rock, and fire four 
shots into the magnificent dome 
high above his head. 

Arabs interviewed during the 
riots on the Temple Mount 
afterwards, blamed Israeli 
nationalist extremists but not the 
government. Kiryal Arba, Kahane 
and Gush Emunim were among the 
names they mentioned. The 
Supreme Moslem Council, 
however, placed the responsibility 
on the government — stOpping Just 
short of explicitly implicating it in 
the shooting, but leaving that pos- 
sibility open. : ᾿ 
ΤΗΣ police were caught in the 
middle between an apparently 
deranged gunman and a maddened 
crowd, between the need to apply 
force to avoid imminent mayhem 
and the need to avoid force on ἃ 
supremely holy site. In the circum 
Stances, they appear to have 
behaved with commendable 
restraint and coolness, although 8 
Final verdict will have to awail the 
detailed examination of the incident 
ordered by the police hierarchy. '

ground as a mass of shouting Arabs 
seethed around them and one 
youth, sitting on the shoulders of his 
comrades and masked by a kelliyas 
waved a Palestinian flag in their

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Volunteer 
watchdog 


The Association for Civil Rights in Israel may become 
involved in political controversy, ‘but our stance is 
never partisan.’ David Kretzmer, its chairman, 


explains to The Post's MARSHA POMERANTZ 
how the group found itself at the eye of a storm 


over treatment of Golan Druse. 


CONTRARY to appearances, 
David Kretzmer is awake. He is 
slouched in a chair in his Jerusalem 
living room, late in the evening, and 
the eyes behind his glasses are half- 
closed but observant. He speaks 
slowly, almost as if he is still dic- 
tating the official response of his 
organization to attacks on il at that 
morning's cabinet meeting, 

Life wasn’t always quite so hectic. 
His wife Marcia remembers the 
good old days when he used to 
come home and fall asleep on the 
couch, 

Dr. Kretzmer — he also teaches 
at the Hebrew University Law 
Faculty — is the chairman of the 
Association fot Civil Rights in 
Isracl, which recently investigated 
infringements of the rights of Druse 
on the Golan Heights. The public 
storm their report provoked has 
kept him working overtime. 

At 4 press conference on Thurs- 
day of last week, the president of 
ACRI, retired deputy president of 
the Supreme Court Justice Haim 
Cohn, detailed allegations of 
beatings, jail without trial, collective 
punishment and denial of medical 
‘care during the five weeks (from 
February 25) when the Israel, 
Defence Forces closed off the 
Golan. The blockade was an at- 
tempt to force the Druse to ex- 
change their army-issued identity 
cards for those of the Interior 
Ministry, now that israeli law has 
been extended to the Golan. Most 
of the Druse have cither refused to 
accept the new’ cards or accepted 
and destroyed them. 

The findings announced at the 
press conference were rejected by 
the IDF spokesman's office as the 
products of overworked imaginna- 
tion, and were condemned by Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin and 
other members of the cabinet with a 
personal attack on Justice Cohn. 
Cohn replied on his own behalf, and 
Kretzmer on behalf. of ACRI, 
Hence his exhatstion when he 
agreed.to talk :about the associa- 

- Uion's goals and methods. |, 


A HUMAN RIGHTS organization 
is meeded in avery country, says 
Kretamer, “though obviously it is 
only in democracies that stich 
organizations are allowed. to 
yperate.” No -malter who is. in 
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power, “governments generally 
‘have a tendency to overstep the 
mark,..and a voluntary organiza- 
tion serves as a watchdog.” 

Since its founding in 1972, ACRI, 
an affiliate of the International 
League for Human Rights, has 
taken up such cases us involuntary 
hospitalization of the mentally ill, 
expropriation of land and re- 
settlement of Beduin in the Negev 
to make room for the new air bases, 
prison conditions, police detention, 
the definition of free speech on 
campuses, the right to demonstrate, 
administrative detention in the 
West Bank. 

Have they had any effect? ‘It's 
very hard to assess the impact,” 
Kretzmer says, but he believes 
they've had demonstrable success in 
at least two areas: one is the rights 
of the Beduin at Tel el-Malhata. 
“We spent lots of time investigating, 
we got experts to draw up a viable 
plan for settling the Beduin, we 
were instrumental in getting the law 
improved," Not that the law as pas- 
sed was 8 good one, he says — but it 
was better than at the start. 

The second area in which he sees 
some effect is peaceable demonatra- 
tions. “The police have dispersed 
demonstrations illegally in the 
past,” he sdys. "Through acquittals 
in demonstration cases, we've had 
some effect on police practices.” 

The association \aunches in- 
vestigations either in response to 8 
complaint by the parties affected or 
on its own initiative when events 
come to our attention through the 
media." The latter was the case with 
the Golan. an 

“We're not a court of law, and we 
can't finally decide which version Is 
definitive," Kretzmer says. But he 
Stresses that their observations are 
made on the basis of sworn 
evidence — affidavits — and that 
witnesses can be charged with per- 
jury if their statements are found to 
be false. - : ; 

The ACRI executive met 
“straight after the closures order" on 
the Golan and deciiied-to send a 
delegation to investigate. By then, 
the strike by Druse opposing the 
Golan Law had been in effect for 
about two weeks. The association's 
delegation was not allowed In. They 
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Drori, but he refused permission. 
They then petitioned the Supreme 
Court for permission, on the 
grounds that the closure order was 
illegal. It took two weeks for the 
court to get around to their case, 
and the day before il was to be 
heard, the closure order was lifted. 

Soon afterward, the association 
sent a delegation of five people to 
investigate. Two of them -— Dr, 
Ruth Gavison and Sadek Nasser — 
were lawyers; Nasser was the only 
one of the group who spoke Arabic 
as well as Hebrew. The other three 
— Prof. Daniel Amit, Adam 
Seligman and [rit Bar-Niv — were 
not lawyers, but “members of the 
association commitled to its 
work.” 

The group spent only one day on 
the Golan, in two of the four Druse 
towns — Majdal Shams and Ein 
Kinya, The amount of time they 
spent there was limited by practical 
considerations: 
Hamoed (the interim days of Pes- 
sah), and we don't have a paid stalf; 
they were all volunteers,” 

Regarding the validity of the 
evidence gathered, Kretzmer recalls 
that Justice Cohn responded to a 
question about possible exaggera- 
tions at the Thursday press con- 
ference: he said that he had sat in 


courtrooms Jong enough to know- 


that evidence is always exaggerated. 
But, says Kretzmer, "We have 
prima facie evidence serious enough 
to demand investigation.” ACRI, in 
its officlal statement, called for the 
establishment of an independent 
committee of inquiry. 

So far, Kretzmer says, the 
authorities have responded only to 
details of the association’s findings. 
“Our main argument was against 


the actual clogure itself and against - 


the coercion of Druse to hand in 
their old ID cards and get new ones. 
Our basic point hasn't been 
answered." 

There are a number of incon- 
sistencies in the handling of the 
situation which require some ex- 
planation, Kretzmer feels: “After 
the Golan Law was passed 
{December 1981), the Interior 
Ministry said the population 
register kept by the military govern-

In mid-March, he goes on, when 
the closure order had been in effect 
for about two weeks, the ministry 
said the existing cards would only 
be valid until April 1. And then, 
even before April 1, they required 
Israeli IDs for such transactions as 
getting permits to graze their sheep. 

“We took seriously that the chief 
beneficiaries of the law were to be 
the Druse of the Golan,” Kretzmer 
says, citing one of the government's 
justifications for the move. It's not 
clear that that has been the case. 


IS ACRI giving ammunition to 
Israel's enemies, as some people 
claim? “It’s not the people who talk 
about things that have been done, 
but the people who do them, who 
give the ammunition," Kretzmor 
says. 

“We're not scared to take stands 
which may be political, but our 
stance is never partisan," . 

ACRI has refused to form 
political alliances, but has ap- 
proached all Knesset members to 
ask them to join the association and 
help promote its aims in the Knes- 
set. 

The response to lobbying has 
been favourable, Kretzmer says. 
MKs have cooperated on various 
occasions by bringing up human 
rights issues in committees of which 
they are members. 

And this cooperation goes across 
the political spectrum, ‘Dov 
Shilansky (Likud) said he was will- 
ing to act in matters of police and 
prisons, for instance,” Kretzmer 
says. Has he? “Now he’s a deputy 
minister, and doesn’t have time.”

The yard is only equipped lo 
manufacture and repair small ves- 
sels. During the 1970s thal was all 
right. It was kept busy supplying the 
Israeli navy with mini-warships, and 
did the job well. 

Aluf (res.) Shlomo Erell, com- 
mander of the navy in that period 
and board member of Israel 
Shipyards, recounts the tale. The 
decision was taken at the beginning 
of the ‘60s to order [2 torpedo-boats 
in Germany. “We were fed up with 
the second-hand destroyers and 
other junk garnered abroad,"* Erell 
observes. “We wanted something of 
our own.” 

There were ideas in [he air. Israel 

had developed a sea-to-sea missile, 
produced under the name Gabriet 
by Israel Aircraft Industries. In 
March 1963 Erell asked the yard 
Lirssen in Bremen to change 
the torpedo-boats into something 
different; missile-boats, αὶ new con- 
cept at the time. 
_ The Germans got to work design- 
ing them according to Israeli 
specifications. Meanwhile the news 
had fillered through to the Aribs 
that Lirssen were building 
warships for the Israelis, and ult hell 
broke louse. “The Germans in a 
panic begged us to do the construc- 
lion elsewhere, they would giadly 
make over the money. In May 1965 
we placed the order with a French 
firm in Cherbourg. They built all 12 
under the German designers* super- 
vision.” 

The contract with Lirssen in- 
cluded a know-how agreement tor 
production of the next batch of 
Sanr-type vessels (as they were call- 
ed) in Israel, The first Saars were 


250 tons, the later ones built in” 


Israel — the Saar 4 model — were 
400 tons. 


THIS WAS a breakthrough for the 
yard, and turned out to be its most 
notable success in shipbuilding, But 
in due course the flotilla for Israel's 
defence was completed. Budgetary 
stringency prevented further expan- 
sion, al least for the Lime being. The 
country's fleet arm was not big 
enough to keep the yard in business 
full-time, The enterprise needed to 
fall back on other activities — and 
ἡ found it had not made the necessary 
preparations. ; 
There were reasons for that. 
Israel Shipyards were created over 
20 years ago, Since then freighters 
have grown in’ size. Zim in par- 
ticular {a natural customer) is in the 
big time, with merchantmen scour- 
ing the world’s most distdnt oceans. 
Demand for smaller craft ‘has

This trend had not been: 
overlooked. Plans for adaptation 
existed, but their approval was σοη-᾿ 
stantly held up by doubls about the 
sconomic' aspect.

Still, the Israclis were newcomers 
to the industry, there was learning 
to be done.-A report by the State 
Comptroller in 1979 notes how 
productivity improved. The second 
container-ship took a quarter less 
time than the first, and the loss was 
smaller. The third, completed in 
eight per cent less time still, showed 
— with the help of a hike in its price 
— a small operational profit. The 
fourth was still under construction 
ai the time of the report. 

__ These iesses can be seen at least 
in part as the cost of acquiring ex- 
pertise. Israe] Shipyards has 
produced so far 48 craft (including 
the missile-boats), three of them still 
unfinished; also four floating docks. 
It is easy to write 41} that off and 
order the shipyard closed on ac- 
count of foreign competition. But 
the work force has accumulated ex- 
perience over the years, and now in- 
cludes 100 or so engineers and 
technicians. The company is reluc- 
tant to waste this resource by break- 
ing up a team qualified to do ἃ 
professional job, if given the 
chance. 

THIS BRINGS US to the crux of 
the present crisis. The shipbuilding 
industry world-wide is in the dumps. 
115 capacity three years ago was 
63m. tons per annum. At that time 
over 10 million tons of shipping was 
laid up unused. New construction 
fell by half. 

There have been closures, but 
governments ure despernte to keep 
their yards alive. Says Danny Yal- 
ion, company secretary of the 
Israeli concern: “When purchasing 
overseus, you can get, if you try 
hard, credit covering your entire 
building costs, for 1) years αἱ a sub- 
sidized 8.5 or 9 per cent interest. 
They will make you a ship withowt 
requiring any down-payment at all, 
That's what we are up against.” 

Even if the Israeli yard matches 
the highest international efficiency 
standards (which is not easy), 
merchant vessels cannot be pul 
fogether at this point in time 
without a government subsidy; and 
the Treasury reels in horror when it 
hears the word. If foreign govern- 
ments are prepared to let us have a 
product to our own specifications 
for an insignificant down-payment 
on generous credit terms, say 
government economists, who are 
we to lurn our noses up at such a 
good bargain? Israel can manage 
without a ship-creating facility, 
resources could be devoted to more 
profitable occupations. 

This argument is plausible in the 
short run. fn the longer term, taking 
into account good times and bad, 
ship-building cannot, Erell insists, 
be altogether unprofitable, 
otherwise why do countries like 
ena: and Sweden and Japan do 
Ἰ : :

Image overhaul 


BETWEEN ACTS / Joan Borsten 


AVI TOLEDANO hopes to win the 
henrts of Eurovision audiences 
tomorrow night not only with his 
catchy song, "Hora," but with his 
dramatic costuming. After winning 
the national competition which 
gave him the righl lo represent 

Israel at the contest, Toledano and 
his back-up singers returned to 
fashion designer Dorin Frankfurt 
for an image overhaul. The talented 
Frankfurt, arguing that most Euro- 
peans don't even know what αὶ hora 
is, teft Toledano in his original 
embroidered white gel-up, but put 
the rest of the troupe into costumes 
representing the ingathering of ex- 
iles. Floral pattetns from Georgina 
are combined with Moroccan 
velvets, Yemenite coins and sabru 
sandals, ‘S had a wonderful tine 
buying everything in the flea 
market,” she says, 

Those who don’t have colour 
television should note that the 
women in Toledano’s troupe are 
wearing bright green dresses and 
bordeaux cummerbunds, while the 
men have been clothed in black 
pants, bordeaux blouses and wide 
velvet belts, Frankfurt hopes the 
costumes will convey the message 
that ‘‘we ure really a country of 
nomads, gypsies” and turn Israel's 
entry into something of a show, 


Dorin is not the only Frankfurt 
currently charged with showing 
European audiences what Israclis 
are capable of. Her sister Lani 
(Alma) has just taken third place in 
a Parisian choreography competi- 
tion. Her troupe, headed by former 
Batsheva lead dancer Nurit Stern, 
was one of 30 selected by the 
French out of 300 applicants. 


THE [SRAEL Museum tomorrow 
presents an evening with com- 
poser/pinnist Yoni Rechter. Accom- 
panied by Alon Hillel on drums and 
Alon Nadel on bass, Rechter will 
sing and play songs from his various 
records, as well as some jazz 
numbers. 


THE ANTI-DEFAMATION 
League's Harry Wall hns forwarded 
a review of the new German film, 
Circle of Deceit, which appeared in 
the March 2 edition of: Village 
Voice. Critic Andrew Sarris writes 
that the film, set against the 
background of the Lebanese civil 
war, has a “very clear” message: 
Palestinians are the good guys and 
the Lebanese Christians, particular- 
ly the Phalangist extremists, are the 
bad guys. 

In the course of the film he says 
“it is casually but still pointedly 
noted that the ‘Christians’ in 


Lebanon have become almost as 
disreputable as the Israelis." Of 
course, says Sarris, one never knows 
the exact source of all the political 
sentiments expressed in Circle of 
Deceit (adapted by Volker Schlon- 
dorff, Jean-Claude Carriere, 
Margarethe von Trotta and Kai 
Hermann from the novel, The 
Fatsiftcation, by Nicholas Born). At 
one point, a characler named Rud- 
nik says: “With Beirut, an old 
dream disappears, that of the 
Orient. The Orient no longer exists. 
Actually, it never did exist. 11 was 
only a dream of the West.” 

Writes Sarris: “A parenthetical 
production note states that this ex- 
tract is inspired by lexts by Jacques 
Berque and Edward Said. The 
operative word in the extract is 
“Wesl,' It is the ‘West’ according to 
the suspiciously authoritative Rud- 
nik that has imposed its own guilt 
for the Holocaust on the poor, inno- 
cent Arabs by inflicting wicked 
Israel upon them.” 


ACTRESS Aviva Marks has 
returned from a successful fund- 
raising tour to the U.S., made under 
the auspices of the UJA, and Jewish 
Agency's aliya department, to an- 
nounce her marriage to Aluf-Mishne 
Alush Noy, whleh took place secret- 
ly, five days before she left for 
America at the home of U.S. Am- 
bassador Lewis. The Lewises 
are “more than friends, they're 
like family. We wanted to have a 
completely private ceremony in our

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MATTERS OF TASTE 
Haim Shapiro 


IF THERE IS any culinary tradition 
connected with Yor Ha‘atzmaut it is 
that Independence Day is an occa- 
sion to go all out, have a fabulous 
meal and never mind the cost. 

{thas not been uncommon for me 
to get anguished telephone calls on 
the eve of the holiday from people I 
barely know, asking how to cook 
the various goodies they have 
bought for their Yom Ha'atzmaut 
feast. Others come to me a few days 
after with tales of disasters. 

To help prevent such problems, | 
went to Shalom Kadosh, the ex- 
ecutive chef at the Jerusalem Plaza, 
and usked him to suggest a meal 
which would be festive and elegant 
without being too difficult for the 
amateur cook. He came up with a 
menu for four which should be 
within the capacity of anyone with & 
little cooking experience and ἃ 
great deal of patience. 

Kadosh began his banquet with 
guose liver — not a paté, which he 
thought would be too demanding, 
but simple slices {medailfons) on ἃ 
bed of lettuce. Because this is both 
perishable and expensive, it is not 
widely sold. It is available in Tel 
Aviv, however, αἱ Mercaz Ha‘avaz, ἃ 
shop near the central bus station 
specializing in goose products. 


KADOSH suggests that one buy as 
small a liver as possible, one 
weighing 600-800 grams. The 
kashering process would reduce this 
by up to a third. Three thin slices 
per person are sufficient. 

Season the liver with a litle 
freshly-ground white pepper and 
dip very lightly in flour. Fry till just 
golden on both sides in margarine to 
which you have added a little olive 
oil. Take care not to overcook. 

Remove the liver from the pan 
and in the same shortening fry 
about 100 grams of small, fresh 
mushrooms, cut into quarters, with 
a piece of cap and stem on each. 

You should have ready by now 
some very crisp lettuce, torn into 
pieces (the best for our purpose is 
bib lettuce, but the only place | am 
sure of its being available is the 
Carmel Market in Tel Aviv), and 
seasoned with just a drop of olive oil 
and wine vinegar. Place some on 
each plate and ‘pile on a portion of 
liver topped by mushrooms. 
Sprinkle with a few grains of coarse 
salt and a little parsey, snipped very 
fine. Serve warm. 


FOR THE NEXT course, we 
decided on fish, Kadosh suggested 
Sole, but only on condition thal you 
cun find it really fresh. Frozen fish 
just won't do. If there is no sole, use 
fillet of sea bass (dakar). Buy, if you 
can, ἃ large sole, 350-400 grams, or 
two small ones of about 200 grams’ 
each. Bully the fishmonger into fil- 
leting it for you, but insist that he 
give you the skin, head and bones in 
ἃ separate bag. 

These should be cooked first with 
8 carrot, an onion, parsley and bay 
leaf to provide the court bouillon jn 
which you will cook the fish. Spread 
ἃ little margarine on a pyrex OF 
Stainless steel pan and lay the fillets 
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on it. Strain the Bouillon over them 
and add a quarter of a cup of spark!- 
ing wine, Cook the fish very quickly 
and remove it when it seems not 
quite done. 

Then strain the liquid again and 
boil it until it is reduced 10 about 
three-quarters of the original quan- 
lily. Slowly add about 100 grams of 
margarine, stirring constantly with a 
whisk. Serve the fish with a few 
leaves of fresh basil on each piece, 
together with what Kadosh called 
“fillets” of very red, ripe, peeled 
tomatoes from which you huve 
removed the seeds. Pour the sauce 
on top. 


Flexibility 


THE MAIN course, Kadosh 
decided, should be duckling, which 
all too few people know how to 
cook. For four people, buy two 
birds, each weighing 1.6-1.8 kilos. 
Season them with White pepper 
and, if they have been kashered, 
very little salt. Roast them on their 
backs, with an onion, a carrot, the 
wings and the neck, in a medium- 
high oven for an hour and 8 quarter 
to an hour and o half, busting fre- 
quently. The ducks should be 
golden brown, und when pierced 
with a fork near the thigh, their 
juice should run clear, This should 
be done early, even the day before. 
Having removed the birds from 
the pan pour in a cup of dry white 
wine, two tablespoons of wine 
vinegar, a cup of chicken stock and 
three tablespoons of cassis 
(blackberry) liqueur. Heat the pan 
and rub the bottom to dissolve the 
sediment, skimming off the fat at 
the same time. Strain the liquid into 
w pot, boil briskly lo reduce it to 
half, and then let it simmer. 
Meanwhile, bone the duck. Cut 
the -drumstick and thigh sections 
into slices und cover cach pile of 
this meat with a whole boned 
breast. Arrange on an oven dish. 
Before serving, heat in the oven. 
Taste the sauce and add some more 
liqueur if necessary. Then, without 
Jetting the sauce boil, add some 
small knobs margarine, stirring 
rapidly. Serve the sauce alongside, 
‘To accompany this masterpiece, 
Kadosh suggested hulf an apple, 
peeled and cored and simmered in 
white wine, served with blackberry 
jelly in the centre, Also good would 
be tiny fried potatoes or potato cro- 
queties. 
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FINALLY, for the dessert, we 
decided upon something simple: 
fresh fruit, macerated in sparkling 
wine and served with vanilla or 
pistachio ice cream. The fruit could 
include strawberries, fresh pineap- 
ple, orange segments, loquats 
(shesek), ot anything else. 

However, al the last moment, | 
Kadosh thought that readers shoul 
at least have the option of serving 
this with a hot sabayon sauce, the 
delectable Malian zabagiione made 
by mixing eg yolks, wine and sugar 
over hol water. 

Into 8 heatproof bowl pour Β cup 
and a half of sparkling wine, three 
egg yolks, the grated peels of a 
jemon and an orange, half a cup of 
sugar and a glass of liqueur, cither 
amaretto, cassis of orange. Beat 
over the hot water with & whisk until 
the mixture has about doubled in 
mass and sticks to the whisk. Pour 
over the fruit und ice cream. 

This meal-does involve a lot of 
work and advance preparation. It 
would be silly to plan something of 
this kind and buy, say, fish that 
wasn't quite fresh. On the other 
hand, if you do your preparation 
work in good time, you needn't be 
fussed during the dinner itself and it 
will be a tour de force that your 
friends will talk about for years. 0 
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ONE OF THE POINTS made very 


strongly during several programmes 
this week about the Holocaust wis 
that many of the people who sur- 
vived its horrors ure Lormented with 
feelings of guilt for being alive. 
"They tear at themselves with the 
question, “Why am | living when so 
many whom [ loved are dead?" 
They .lacerate themselves even 
more vigorously when they catch 
themselves doing ordinary things, 
concentrating on getting ahead in 
their work, relaxing, enjoying 
themselves, improving the quality of 
their lives and raising Uteir families, 
instead of devoting every waking 
moment to commemorating the 
memory of the martyred dead. 

To a lesser extent this guili is ex- 
perienced by ull Jews, even those 
who did not suffer in the Holocaust. 
Indeed, some Jewish children who 
were born lung after the death 
chumbers were destroyed feel that 
they have no right to live the normal 
lives af their generation, 

Of the millions of British ser- 
vicemen killed in World: War {, the 
poct Laurence Binyon wrote, ‘At 
the going down of the sun and in the 
morning, we will remember them.” 
But after World War 11, even the 
solemnity of Armistice Day soon 
eroded, and the two minutes’ 
silence for the dead of the two wars 
no longer coincides with November 
11, untess it happens to fall on a 
Sunday. 

_ Nobody can accuse Israelis of be- 
ing so parsimonious with their 
memories. We remenber the victims 
of the Holocnust for far longer 
periods than the British devote to 
their war heroes: it is not only on 
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Holocaust Week, since the 
programmes about the national 
irauma spread on hoth sides of the 
official day of mourning — that we 
recall the agonies of our lost 
brothers and sisters. 

Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
observed with truth at one of the 
week's events that the dead are 
always sitling beside us, shaping our 
policies at the conference tables: 
the nation is determined that there 
shall never be another Auschwitz, 
even though there may be another 
Masada or another bringing down 
of the temple of Dagon on hero and 
enemy alike. “Auschwitz” in this 
context stands for the mass murder 
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resistance, like the Warsaw Ghetto. 


DESPITE the way that Auschwitz 
dominates our atliludes and our 
policies, we are still as 8. nation 
convinced that we do not think often 
enough and hard enough about 
what happened to our people in the 
Forties. This explains why TV 
programmes afe constantly being 
made with the aim of bringing home 
to us in ever more convincing detail 
the ghastliness of it all, so that in the 
end we will acknowledge in the 
denthe af our being that the incredi- 
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ble horrors really happened to our 
fellow-Jews, thal we are guilty for 
fuiling to enter the gas-chamber, or 
stand nuked in the fields in front of 
the machine-guns. 

The newest programme of this 
kind was Arthur Cohn's documen- 
tary, The Final Solution which was 
given a world premiere by Israel 
Television on Monday night. Jt was 
an excellent film, brilliantly 
produced, based on new film. and 
photographic material that Cohn 
found, mostly in Germany, but also 
in England and the U.S. 

From a technical point of view, 
the documentary could not be 
faulted. The editing was so good 
that horror flowed into horror 
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Just around the corner from the Cen- 
‘tral Bus Station, you will discover Sho- 
ana's Restaurant and Dellcatessen,| 
run by Shoshane who happens to be an! 
incredible cook. The kosher menu re- 
fects a refined palate; happlly, too, her! 
Yemenite heritage is apparent. The first 
course is “‘memulaim,” the true Middle! 
Eastern specialties that range from} 
“kubeh” to “cigares.” 
Shoshana outdoes herself on second} 
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without producing the effect that 
Aldous Huxley once described: 
when you hear of the first person 
massacred, you are aghast; when 
you hear of the second, you are hor- 
tified, when you hear of the third 
you are distressed; by the time you 
reach six million, you cannot take it 
in, and you are bored. 

_ This film was not like that. It was 
like Dante’s descent into the 
Inferno, with uw new level of suffer- 
ing lying below what had seemed to 
be the ultimate. The text was stark 
and simple, the voice of the com- 
mentator muted though strong. The 
film gained immense power by not 
being too strident. Nobody strove 
for effects: they were provided by 
the Nuzis, 

So the film pressed its moral on 
us: “*Look! Look, and believe! Look 
and feel guilty that you are one of 
the Jews who survived! Look and 
feel guilty that earlier in the day you 
were laughing, and enjoying 
yourself, and forgetting the six mil- 
tion! Six million! Six million! Six 
million!" 1 am no great believer in 
guilt. myself, and normally | keep 
my conscience under tight control; 
but even I was shaken into wonder- 
ing whether 1 could no! do more to 
resurrect the dead, or at least, to 


_femember them all the time. 


Among the shattering scenes new 
to me were one of a bulldozer roll- 
ing bodies over and over like stones 
to bury them in a pit, and those of 
soldiers being trained in how to 
function as an efficient occupying 
power committed to eradicating 
Jews, gypsies and Communists. 

After the film, there was an 
impressive discussion presided over 
by Daniel Cohen-Saguy. His panel 
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consisted of historian Shaul 
Friedlander, psychiatrist Shubtai 
Davidson and literary expert Sidra 
Ezrachi, Each was asked to consider 
the Holocaust from the point of 
view of his or her particular dis- 
cipline. 

Explaining why, after almost four 
decades, so many books about the 
Holocaust are still being published, 
Prof. Friedlander (who has written 
one himself) said that historians 
want to sirip the monstrous event of 
demonology, to try to find out ἐχ- 
actly what happened. Prof. 
Davidson was concerned with the 
psychological effect on the In- 
dividual who survived. Dr. Ezrachi, 
supported by the author Aharon 
Appelfeld in an interview, outlined 
the writer's longing to understand 
the feelings and thoughts of human 
beings in such an inhuman situation. 

As chairman, Cohen-Saguy was 
very much preoccupied with the 
pervasive sense of guilt. But 
Davidson warned him of the danger 
of generalization, emphasizing that 
the feeling of guilt varied from 
person tu person. 


THE WEAKNESS of all the TV 
programmes was (hat none of them 
really tried to deal with the 
Holocaust from the point of view of 
the German people, which, I think, 
is the most fuscinating. There was @ 
platitude once much used by 
Zionists: anti-Semitism is not ἃ 
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Arthur Cohn, producer of ‘The Final Solution.’ 


Jewish problem, but a Christian 
one. The Holucuust is really northe 
problem of the victinis, but of the 
villains. 


For example, | could not help 


wondering what type of man wus 
the tractor driver bulldozing those 
bodies, Was he a cunvinced, rabid 


Nazi, or just a soldier obeying 
orders? What was he thinking us he 
churned his way through those mas- 
ses of corpses? Pid he suffer 
agonies, did he think of himself as 
a worker on a factory bench, or was 
he thanking his lucky stars that, 
while he had an unpleasant task, at 
least he wasn'l serving on the 
eastern Front? 

The Jews who suffered in the 
Holocaust — even those who 
resisted, like the Warsaw Ghetto 
heroes — were passive: the 
monstrous event happened to them; 
they were not its initiators. The 
Germans were. 

The amazing thing about it all was 
that so many ordinary Germuns 
could conmit such barbarities at 
Ihe behest of their deranged leader. 
Granted that Germany was sulfer- 
ing from economic chilos, from a 
sense of defeat in World War 1. 
from a feeling of parnnuia because 
it was surrounded hy enemies and 
short of febenraun — cun these 
things alone explain how the 
German nation allowed themselves 
to be led into commiting such 
drendful barbarities? 


ASST ΚΣ ASR VTE IT ΒΕΣΝΕῚ 


The guilt that Suguy stressed 
seems to me to be w trivial fuvtur 
compared lo the fear that any other 
civilized people, in a comparable 
situation might one day behave ina 
similar way. A sense of national 
paranoia, that the whole world is 
against them — a demagogic leader 
obsessed with his strange ideas 
about what is (ruth — a craving to 
define and preserve the purity of the 
blood of the nation or race — a 
myopia abuut the rights and feelings 
and liberties of others: how easily 
these things can result in the com- 
mission of excesses! 

Both the Nuremberg court, and 
the Israeli court in the trial of Adolf 
Eichmann, rejected out of hund the 
defence that the high-ranking of- 
ficers charged with ordering 
atrocities were merely obcying 
commands. Both courts laid down the 
principle thet a soldier must reject 
inhumane orders. But how cin a 
private do so, especially during a 
time of national crisis? 

1 do not remember ever seeing ἃ 
film about the agonies of guill and 
conscience that may have tortured 
individual Germans: perhaps nu 
Germuns fell into this culegory. 
This is the issue that should be ex- 
plored, to provide guidance for the 
civilized world and ensure thal such 
horrors are never committed again 

anywhere, by anyone, in the name 
of great ideals like nationul glory or 
even survival. Q

BUT ALL THESE experiments 
now seem to be just an extended 
warm-up for the real thing, And the 
real thing is Reds, dedicated to John 
Silas Reed, the only American 
buried in the Kremlin. One of the 
founders of the Communist Party in 
the U.S., first-hand witness to the 
Pancho Villa revolution in Mexico, 
an involved spectator of the 
October revolution, and author of 
Ten Days That Shook the World, 
Reed was an outstanding member 
of the early American left. He wasa 
prophet of militant journalism at a 
time when objectivity was still 
believed to be a reporter's most im- 
portant quality, a hero (or traitor, 
depending on your political 
opinions) who crammed more than 
others manage In a normal lifetime 
into 33 short years, before he died in 
Moscow in 1920 of typhus, com- 
plicated by an old kidney condition. 
Beatty had been preparing 
himself for this project for over 10 
years (he has another pet one up his 
slecve — the life of Howard 
Hughes). The film, you understand, 
wasn't exactly what the conser- 
vative movie business would be 
enthusiastic about.

IT IS ABOUT TIME to mention 
that Reds is not just about John 
Reed. Most certainly not. The film 
is first of all a love story, and Louise 
Bryant's share of screen time and 
importance ἰβ at least equal to that 
of Reed. Like Reed born in 
Portland, Oregon, she early on 
became involved in anarchism, 
feminism and other radical move- 
ments. Her marriage to a Portland 
dentist ended when she was 21, and 
she decided to follow Reed to New 
York, and later married him. Their 
relationship was tempestuous, 
shaken by both his long absences on 
the political road and her romance 
with playwright Eugene O'Neill, a 
mutual friend, But that did not stop 
her from rushing to Russia when she 
heard he was in trouble, to be at his 
bedside during his last days. 

The film’s first shot shows Reed 
running to catch up with the gallop- 
ing wagons of history in the Mex- 
ican revolution, and the first half of 
the film concludes with the masses 
singing the “Internationale” on the 
streets of Moscow. Still, world 
events are the background in the 
film, albeit an all-important. 
background whose multi-layered 
aspects influence directly the lives 
of the protagonists. It is carefully 
and meticulously delineated but 
nevertheless, it is background. 

Up front are Reed and Bryant 
and sometimes O'Neill or Emma 
Goldman or Max Eastman or Lulgi 
Fraina.

But everything is 
fascinating, it sweeps you off your 
Tet, it brings back to life a chunk of

Of course, people such ‘ns O'Neill 
and Goldman, interesting enough to 
warrant films of their own, here are 
just colourful characters, ἱπ- 
terestingly sketched but not more. 
But this is beside the point. Reds is 
8 vast canvas, its many details com- 
bining into an entire picture. !t does 
not intend, or attempt to offer, final 
statements on each and every detail. 

The entire picture is concerned

FOR ABOUT a decade, Mike 
Lawrence has been one of the top 
bridge players in the US., a 
member of the twice-World Cham- 
pion Dallas Aces, ranked among the 
American Contract Sridze 
League's all-time Top Twenty. 
More recently, Lawrence has 
emerged as a lop bridge writer, with 
five books to his credit. And 
Lawrence's sixth offering, the just- 
published Play α Swiss Teams of 
Four With Mike Lawrence 
(Hawthorne, California. Max 
Hardy, publisher. 99 pp. Soft cover.- 
$6.95) may be the best of them all. 
In this work, Lawrence takes his 
reader through eight seven-deal 
matches of a Swiss teams contest, 
providing hand-by-hand commen- 
tary on the bidding and play, and 
the state of the contest. As he 
provides a guided tour of his 
thought processes, including alter- 
natives he’ rejects and lines of play 
or defence that don't work, he at- 
talns a level reached by very few. 


LET'S LOOK al two grand slams 
from the Lawrence book, which 
show how he treats triumph and dis- 
aster, 

Lawrence is trailing in a match 
against: unknown opponents when 
he picks of the following hand.

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As dealer, with both sides 
vulnerable, he opens with his 
system's strong bid of two clubs. 
Partner’s response, two spades, 
guarantees at least the king of 
spades five times and seven or so

with three clubs, and Lawrence 
judges slam chances are better than 
the 900-paint penalty he can expect. 
So he bids three hearts, which his 
pariner raises to four. Let's let 
Lawrence take over from here, on 
his way to a grand slam:

It's true people 
have grown older, and greyer, and 
some now need a walking stick.

A most pleasait surprise: the 
absence of Noam Sheriff on the 
opening night caused the Kibbutz 
Chamber Orchestra to conduct 
itself, and its brave performnnce 
earned it much applause, It sounded

rich and nawral, as did the Rinat in 
the succeeding Schubert Mass. 

Yitzhak Graziani provided the 
music (a full band at the back of the 
stage) for Yonatun Karmon’s 
Jerusalem Dance Company, The 
Dutch National Ballet had taped 
music for its performance, which 
came over the loudspeakers 
beautifully. 

But then all hell broke loose. A 
sophisticated array of spotlights and 
amplification cquipment accom- 
punied the performances of 
Habreirn Hativ’it and the 
Limeliters, and converted these 
evenings into a stupefying disco 
chaos, "This is what our generation 
wants,” wus the reply to any com- 
plnint, 1 looked around during this 
aural onslaught, and couldn't find a 
single person who seemed to enjoy 
the decibels we were bombarded 
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with, Sound was so loud and dis- 
torted that the words were unintel- 
ligible, and the music was drowned 
entirely. 

{ recall the evenings with Pete 
Seeger or Joan Baez — no red, blue, 
green, white lights, and just a single 
microphone for the singer. Then 
performances were impressive, 
their ballads moved, their social 
protest pierced one, 

1 don't believe that the young 
generation wants or requires these 
artificial effects. Electronics can be 
a blessing, but as applied in these 
events it becomes an educational 
scandal. 

It is high time that somebody told 
these people at the knobs that 
spotlights and amplification are a 
means to redress certain acoustical 
weaknesses in a hall, and not anend 
in themselves. These so-culled

sound-and light-engineers are simp- 
ly dilettantes who never mastered 
their trade. Nobody ever told them 
that “even” a folklore group can be 
pleasant, and doesn't have to throw 
itself at the public with such brutal 
force. Moreover, moderation in 
decibels may have also a 
therapeutic effect on the behaviour 
of many. 


BECAUSE OF other commitments, 
I could not stay until the end of the 
festival, und I apparently missed the 
best part of it. My spies tell me of a 
wonderful concert the London Sin- 
fonietta Voices gave on Friday night 
(Jerusalemites can hear them on 
Sunday at the YMCA Auditorium). 
In addition, they singled out for 
special praise the performance of 
Isaac Stern, and members of the 
Israel Philharmonic Orchestra, on 
Sunday, before a full and 
enthusiastic house. 

Isaac Stern, who has had to un- 
dergo medica! treatment, insisted 
on keeping his commitment to Ein 
Gev, performed solo and also con- 
ducled a programme of works by 
Beethoven, Mendelssohn and 
Brahms. Reports from Haifa and 
Tiberius box-offices indicate that 
nearly all the tickets which had

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bought up again. The main thing is 
that the Ein Gev Festival finished 
on Sunday on a most positive note, 
and kept all its commitments.

Some 800 were 
invited for the messy und dis- 
organized opening night, but at least

The second part of Mickey 
Cohen's plan is to spend $10m. in 
equipping the yard with facilities for 
building bigger ships, despite 
everything. [t can today erect craft 
of up to 9,000 tons, But the market, 
he slates, is for 20,000-80,000 tons. 
Zim proposes to acquire two cargo- 
vessels of 14,500 tons each. Ifthe re- 
quested sum is permitted for cx- 
tending the building platform and 
other developments, the yard will 
be in a position to bid for that order. 

A placement of $15m. for the 
docking and repair department, 
plus $10m. for the building depart- 
ment makes $25m. together.

This attitude has its price. Haim 
Corfu, full of a newcomer’s zeal in 
his job as Transport Minister, 
blamed Libertovsky for failing to 
develop the shipyard in line wilh 
changing circumstances. He is not 
the only one to make that charge. 

The accusation, it must be said, 
comes rather late in the day. For 20 
years Libertovsky ran the yard with 
ἃ hand of iron, and although there 
were ups and downs (with criticisms 
during every down) he can point 
Proudly to the fact that for 13 con- 
secutive years his accounts were in 
Profit. 

He accumulated over the period 
Of his service an aggregate surplus 
(otalling (gross before tax) $86m., 
which repaid all the investment and 
lef $65m, over, 

Corfu is not impressed, He 
criticizes Libertovsky for investing 
Past gains in stock-exchange 
securities instead of development. 
The Treasury by contrast seemed to 
welcome the man's parsimony, 
which fitted in well with their daily 
contest to curb inflation.

ἀπά resubmitted, they took an age 
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profligate approach? The verdict 
will still lie where the Treasury suys. 
it does, in the profit-and-loss ac- 
counts. Development by itself is not 
enough. Projects that earn good 
dollars if they are subsidized are not 
lacking. Israel Shipyards must, 
while developing, stay in the black it 
it is to justify its continued ex- 
istence. 

In other words it must do 
everything in its power to maximize 
carnings and minimize expenses. 
This involves hard decisions lor 
management and hard decisions for 
labour. One would expect an exam- 
ple from above, by the owners. Bul 
no, the governement is not prepared 
to make hard decisions. 

Here is an example. 

The core of Israel Shipyurd's 
problem is the vicious circle that al- 
fects all small countries. The under- 
taking could be run more 
economically if it were larger. One 
reason why il does not grow lurger is 
that it serves uo small domestic 
economy. This predicament was the 
crucial argument at the beginning 
against creating a ship-building and 
ship-repair facility in Israel at all. 

Whal did the government do? ἢ 
Jounded two shipyards, both state 
owned. The second belongs to the 
navy. 

That was a mistake, an oversight. 
They both originuted from homely 
make-and-mend outfits fodged in 
sheds. The bout workshops: 
grew into ship-handling complescs 
before unybody noticed, 

in the course of time the overlap 
did draw attention — but it was lao 
{nte. Each hud become a vested in- 
terest. All agree that they should be 
merged; bul merged they are not. 
Under the chnotic pluralism called 
government control, Isruct cuon- 
tinues to maintain two full-blown in- 
stailations in this sector when it 
does not have the business to fully 
occupy one. And nobody does 
anything about it, 


THE STATE COMPTROLLER 
concluded his report m 1979 with 
the following words: "{n order ta in- 
crease the yard’s chance of develop- 
ing and becoming profitable, it 
would be desirable, taking into ac- 
count also the government's deci- 
sion to decrease its participation in 
government companies, to examine 
the possibility of bringing in as vo- 
owners outside elements who are 
expert and experienced in the field, 
or to achieve in some other way 
cooperation with such elements.” 
There is a hint here that the firm 
would be better off if it were run as 
a business concern, The Israel 
Shipyards Company is not one of 
the country’s qutstanding success 
stories, Its development has been 
slow and ponderous, it has missed 
opportunities. 

To blame is the system, designed 
to paralyse action.

During the two decades of Liber- 
tovsky’s administration it was un- 
able seemingly either to impose its 
will on this tempestuous individual 
or to fire him. It was divided within 
itself, since its members represent 
different government departments, 
each with its own list of aims and 
purposes.

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“[T COULD BE our last chance to 
get to many of the places along the 
Sinai coast,” said Rafi Dick, the 
new manager of the Eilat marina, 
when, with the support of the 
municipality of Eilat, he organized a 
farewell sail earlier this month. A 
flotilla of private sailing boats and 
yachts was gathered at the marina, 
but nobody taking part could say for 
sure whether or not he would be 
able to make this trip again. 

We were aboard the Teleri, She is 
an elegant 38-foot sailing boat of 
brown-lacquered wood, originally 
built in Taiwan, Her owner, Haim 
Miller, took the wheel as the skip- 
per, Shalom Azarza leapt all over 
the boat, unfurling sails, securing 
them, and pulling ropes taut. The 
boats moved out of the sheltered 
waters of Eilat and with the purple 
mountiins of Aqaba behind us we 
began to move down the coast. 

The Gulf of Eilat is only about six 
kilometres wide, and Shalom ex- 
plained that Egyptian territorial 
waters would extend to about three 
kilometres from the Sinai coast. 
“We will be able to continue to sail 
in the middle, because that is con- 
sidered international waters.” So 
Isrueli vessels going to and from Eilat 
will be confined to a narrow strip 
flanked by Egyptian waters on one 
side and Jordanian and Saudi Ara- 
bian territorial! waters on the other. 

“We just don't know what's going 
to happen in the future," sald Haim 
“but times will be harder. The ques- 
tion is, will we be able to enter 
Egyptian waters and stop at places 
like Coral {sland, Neviot, the Fjord 
and Sharm?” 

This is indeed, the crucial ques- 
tion and almost on the eve of 
withdrawal no one could provide 
him with a definite answer. Most 
boal owners taking part in the sail 
thought that they might be permit- 
ted to land for up to-48 hours 
anywhere along the coast, even 
without paying entry fees. 


WHAT THEY did not know was 
that as things stand at present, the 
only place along the Sinai coast 
where Israel vessels will be permit- 
ted to land is Sharm e-Sheikh, and 
that only for the purpose of disem- 
barking passengers for trips on the 
Sinai peninsula. This we were to 
learn later from an official source in 
Jerusalem, who explained that yn- 
der the agreement with the Egyp- 
tians, Sharm will not be a regular 
entry point to Egypt proper. People 
will not be able to get off there to go 
to Cairo, for example. However, we 
were told, negotiations were still go- 
ing on and would continue even 
after the withdrawal. 

Rafi Dick and the people of Eilat 
are particularly concerned about 
getting access to places like Coral 
Island and the Fjord. Tourists are 
presently being attracted to Eilat 
with offers of yacht cruises to such 
places, but after April 25 they will 
be unable to land there. The special 
landing arrangements accorded to 
Sharm in no way change the basic 
situation. . 

Roger Tordjman, the French 
owner of the 42-foot yacht Navigai, 
who frequently sails the Gulf, ex- 
Plained that “whenever you enter a 
foreign country by sea, you must do 
it through that country’s port of 
entry and al present Egypt's only 
such port is Suez.” This meant that 
any boat wishing to land anywhere 
on the Sinai coast except Sharm 
must first sail to Suez from Eilat, 
pay harbour dues, arrange papers, 
and undergo inspection. After com- 
pleting this very bureaucratic and 
time-consuming process, they 
would have to sall back up the Gulf 
almost to Eilat in order to land at 


~ ‘Cofal Island. 
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Even if the Egyptians should al- 
low the formalities to be carried out 
at Sharm instead of Suez, Roger 
pointed oul, a cruise of 8 few hours 
would thus necessarily become a 
trip of several days. He felt that un- 
less the Israelis secured definite 
landing rights at places like Coral 
{sland and the Fjord, it would effec- 
tively mean the end of tourist 
cruises from Eilat, which would also 
seriously affect the future of the 
Ejlat marina. 


THE WIND blew steady from north 
io south. Further south, at the 
entrance to the Gulf, were the 
Straits of Tiran. Under the peace 
agreement, Israel is giving up con- 
trol of this strategically important 
area. After this month Egypt will 
control the entrance to the Gulfand 
Israel will have to share ils narrow 
waters with three Arab nations. I 
will require both skilful navigation 
and political goodwill to avoid the 
numerous potential problems. 

“Even if the Egyptians give us ac- 
cess, there could be other troubles,” 
said Haim Miller. ‘For example, 
Jordan will be able to send boats 
across the Gulf irom Aqaba to land 
on the Egyptian side. They could 
decide to make life difficult for usin 
the Gulf and interfere with our 
boats. They could allow Palestinian 
terrorists to sail across. 

“Jordan could have several 
reasons for ἀρ ταν problems for, 

s, including the economic ne, 
jordan peony with Eilat for 


tourists. Because of cheaper petrol, 
it's cheaper to travel to Aqaba than 
to Eilat. Now, in addition, the Jor- 
danians will be able to give their 
tourists a package deal which in- 
cludes sailing to Coral Island and 
the Egyptian Sinai coast. 
Meanwhile, we might have 
restricted access or no access at all. 

“Secondly, Jordan may have a 
political motive for deliberately 
provoking trouble between us and 
the Egyptians. They may say to the 
Egyptians, ‘If you let the Israelis 
land in this spot, then we won'l 
come here,’ or something like that, 
in order to make the Egyptians 
choose between them and us. In 
other words, we may have such 
limitations put on us, or be 
deliberately so harassed, that we 
may decide that it's not worth it and 
may thus eventually find ourselves 
more sealed off in Eilat.” 

The red sails of the racing boat 
Bon-Bon, owned by Dubie Harpaz, 
sailed past us. Haim moved quickly 
to adjust a rope and give one sail 
more slack a8 Shalom explained 
that a larger boat like the Teleri 
needs 8 stronger wind to make her 


race. 

Rafi Dick felt that the Jordanians 
would not actually interfere with 
Israell boats. Until now, relations 
between the ports of Eilat and 
Aqaba had been good, he said, But 
he agreed that the Jordanians might 
pressure the Egyptians into not al- 
lowing Israeli boats to land or to 
bring tourists by sea to the const. 


AS WE SAILED down the Gulf, 
everyone on board looked longingly 
at the exquisite mauve and brown 
mountains of Sinai and wondered if 
this was indeed the last time they 
would be uble to approach them, or 
whether they would in future have 


to keep sailing up and down withoul 
louching that shore? The const had 
become 8 place to breathe, a place 
to think — a place where the 
ever changing colours of mountains, 
water and sand made you forgel 
that you were living in the most 
wrilten-about country in the world. 

Amnon Sheffer, manager of the 
Eilat Foreshore Development Com- 
pany, leaned against the rail of the 
Teleri and with a sweep of his urm 
towards the shore said, “The Egyp- 
tians will most probably neglect the 
coastline. The desert will take over 
again.” He did not believe that the 
Egyptians hnd any economic in- 
terest in develuping the area. 

“To begin with, it costs a fortune 
to maintain the coastal road, which 
is washed uway by floods every 
year. The roud hus no military im- 
porlance for the Egyptians. Is it 
worth the expense? And practically 
speaking, if there is a food, how are 
they going to fly in the heavy equip- 
ment to clear the ronds? 

“By the same token, it would alse 
cost them a lot to maintain the 
tourist spots such as Neviut und 
Dahab. Would they fly in food, ser- 
vices and manpower from Egypt? 
What about water and electricity? 
The only way the Egyptians can 
maintain the coastline is in co- 
operation with Eilat. But politically, 
they may not want this. They muy 
consider operating through a third 
party such as the Club Mediterrané. 
Bul most of the foreign currency 
brought in by the tourists would 
probably stay in Eilat. It is easier 
and cheaper for the Egyptians to 
take tourists to areas in Africa 
which have a similar terrain and are 
closer to supplies and services in the 
main cities of Egypt.” 

Suddenly, a whole school of por- 
poises began leaping along the sides 
of the boat, {1 seemed as if they 
were having a playful race with us. 
One moment the surface would be 
flat and then several of them would 
hurl themselves high into the air 
and challenge the boat to keep pace 
with them, Everyone rushed to the 
sides and watched them with 
delight. 


WHEN WE discussed the question 
of fulure business cooperation with 
the Egyptians in Eilat, Haim said 
that from his personal experience, 
he did not feel that they would be 
very much interested. 

“I have a business, Azurit, which 
makes jewelry from turquoise 
mined in Sinai. 1 showed 
Egyptian businessmen around my 
facilities. They said they could not 
make any decisions about coopera- 
tion until the Egyptian governor was 
installed in the area and then they 
would consider it. But the question 
is — will they?” 

We were pulling into Neviot. As 
always, the white arc of the bay, the 
palm trees, the sparkling water, 
took one’s breath away. Then there 
was the excitement of plunging inte 
the icy water and swimming to 
shore, ΑἹ this point you plummeted 
from joy to dismay. The Neviot holi- 
day village had been a favourite 
place, with its lush, beautifully- 
lended gardens leading down to the 
sea, and the tail backdrop of the 
Sinai mountains behind, Through 
the archways of red bougainvillaca 
one gazed at the Saydi mountains 
on the oppoaile shore. From morn- 
ing to night you could be satisfied 
with silting on the patio, sipping ἃ 


cool drink and watching the 
endlessly-changing hues of the 
mountains. The sun would set fire to 
the sky, und the sky reflect its image 
in the sea, turning if into a blaze of 
searlet. 

Now the village felt cerily aban- 
doned. A shutter was torn foose and 
hung Mapping in the wind. The patio 
wus closed, empty and covered in 
horse dung. 

All the boats had by now 
anchored in Neviot and we began 
seurching for the mukings of a bon- 
fire on the beach. Usually, this sort 
of hunt would turn up just bits of 
wood: this time we found nbun- 
doned office chairs, trolleys, parts 
of buildings. and the palm roofing of 
hots. 

Han Schwarte, who services 
buats, spoke ubout bis close Friend, 
a member of Muoshay Neviot. “He 
cried when he had ta leave 
everything that he und the others 
had created oul of the desert over 
the years.” Unlike the people of 
Yamu, the people of Neviol went 
quickly, Perhaps they thought 
peace was worth the price, Han does 
not. “Ll don't think too much will 
come from peace. 1 don't trust the 
Egyptians," he suid. 

Vian often dives in the Gull and 
Vike other divers, he is particularly 
disturbed thal no arrangements 
have been nnide to give divers ac- 
cess to these spectacular waters, 
People from all over the world have 
been coming to dive here, because 
the reef has one of the highest con- 
centrations of marine species in the 
world, Nuw it is unclear where div- 
ing will be permitted or if it will be 
permitted at all. 


NEXT MORNING, the boats 
prepared for the return sail to Eilat. 
On the beach many dogs, abandoned 
pels as well us strays scavenged in 
the remuins of our bonfire. 

We sailed back over choppy seas. 
Shalom gave us dry bread to case 
any sea sickness. 

“You knaw what the biggest 
danger is?" he said. “It's that there 
is a Saudi village opposite which is 
known for producing drugs. Once 
the Israelis are no longer patrolling 
the waters, they may find it a lot 
easier to smuggle drugs across to 
the Egyptian side.” 

The sun had set by the lime we 
sniled into the Fjord, That small 
protected bay, the waters and the 
mountains across the Gulf, were 
shrouded in a luminous pastel blue. 
Purple medusas clustered in the 
water araund the boat. All the boats 
anchored close together and 
everyone sat on deck enjoying the 
quiet and the beauty. 

Again, es had happened 
throughout the trip, in the middle of 
the drinks and the laughter, the con- 
versation reverted inevitably 10 the 
subject of withdrawal. This time it 
was set off because someone pul on 
a cassette of Ferrante and Teicher 
playing “Exodus.” 

“IL kills me that [ won't be able tu 
come here again."

And yet the amazing thing was 
that, despite this overwhelming pes- 
simism about Egypt's commitment 
tw peace, this lack of trust, this total 


_ uncertainty about access to the 


Sinai coast, almost everyone felt 
that if they had to do it over again, 
they would still make the decision 
lo return the Sinai. They hoped that 
if it was a way of preventing war, 
then, as Haim Miller said, “We 
need it for our grandchildren.” 0

OVER 70 YEARS after the es- 
lublishment of Degunia, today’s 250 
kihbuvim, with a population of 
more than 100,000, have found 
themselves under heavy criticism 
for alleged élitism, isolationism and 
sellish affluence, Simultaneously, a5 
these books illustrate, this very kib- 
butz movement is the subject of a 
large and growing interest abroud, 
und particularly in the U.S.A., 
among people involved in the 
sociology and politics of what might 
be culled “the alternative society.” 

Three of these books are part of a 
series on “Kibbutz, communal 
suciely and alternative social 
policy" sponsored by Harvard 
University's Project for Kibbutz 
Sudies (in the framework of the 
University's Centre for Jewish 
Studies}. Surely, there is a paradox 
warthy af consideration here. At 
home, the kibhutz is attacked by 
rightist governmental circles which 
have nv kibbutzim of their own, and 
prefer other forms of seitlement. 
Unlike previous governments, this 
government inchides no members 
of kibbuta. 

On the other hand, in the most 
important centre of world 
capitalism, Professor Blasi sees the 
kihbuls as “one of the most visible 
and recognized Utopias of the 
modern age... a different calculus 
by which to measure the yearnings 
for “a good life’ and “a communal 
alternative that much of the 
American population could 
visualise, were they to opt for 
eooperation as a way of life.” 

Blasi is at pains to point out that 
“the kibbutz, as the reader will see, 
is not u perfect society” and neither 
is the goal to “persuade quick 
adherence to a carbon copy “kib- 
a for improving social 
ife. 

The author views ihe kibbutz as 
“onc of the most studied societies of 
the world”; he feels it is denied the 
global importance it deserves 
bevause of the lick of comprehen- 
sive and up-to-date literature on it 
in English. This is strange since The 
Kibbutz: A Bibliography details no 
less than 951 works in English, ex- 
cellently arranged by author and 
subject. Two of its’ authors are 
Israelis and two Americans. Though 
there have been good and useful 
kibbutz bibliographies before, this 
one tops them all and is indispens- 
able to iftose engaged in kibbutz! 
studies at all levels. All involved in 
this book deserve our thanks and 
praise. ae 


PROFESSOR BLASI, the moving 
spirit behind Harvard's Project for 
Kibbutz Studies, is a non-Jew, now 
in his early thirties, with a good 
knowledge of Hebrew. He has been 
involved in the idea of workers’ 
ownership in the U.S.A., and was 
active with the Jesuits in the late 
1960s, His detailed and admirable 
study of a purticular kibbutz called 
Vatik uses “a combination of 
anthropological and social psy- 
chological” methodology.

The gist of this book is expressed 
in the introduction by Arnold S. 
Tennenbaum: “Research studies in- 
dicate that kibbutz factories are 
more efficient and profitable than... 
in the private sector of Israel... that 
kibbutz workers are more satisfied 
with their jobs and less alienated 
than workers in other systems." 

Income from industry has over- 
tuken that from agriculture in the 
kibbutz movement, About 3 per 
cent of Israel's population, the kib- 
butzim produce some 40 per cent of 
the country's farm output and seven 
per cent of the national industrial 
product in a wide range of 
sophisticated plants. 

The varied sociological material, 
collected between 1969 and 1977, 
shows the advantages of kibbutz in. 
dustry and its value-oriented ap- 
proach. This appears to be 
neutralised wherever hired labour is 
widely employed in the kibbutz fac- 
tory. The consequences are 
negative and destructive. However, 
most kibbutz factories are small or 
medium-sized, and only [0 out of 
270 plants “employ several hundred 
workers, of which the majority are 
salaried workers.” 

Unfortunately, 1 found no 
reference to regional enterprises 
such as cotton gins, cold storage 
plants and fodder factories, owned 
by all the settlements in an area. 
Here the management is often in 
the hands of kibbutz members while 
most of the workers are hired men 
and women from the 
neighbourhood, mainly of Oriental 
background. In sore poor develop- 
ment Lowns, this causes deep resent- 
Ment against the kibbutz move- 
ment. 

Several writers have contributed 
to this book, and paris of it have 
been translated from the Hebrew 
with varying degrees of -success. 
What, for example, is one to muke 
of this? (p.74): “The findings - 
reported from the several studies in- 


-dicate that the variable employment 


of hired workers is, theoretically 
speaking, ἃ variable of the organiza- 
tlon, As such it takes a position of a 
causal varinble in a causal flow 
model explaining workers’ reactions 
and organizational effectiveness.”

AMIA LIEBLICH is a Jerusalem 
psychologist, and 1 admit {to ap- 
proaching her book, Kibbutz 
Makom, with some qualms. This is 
mainly because of the cover, which 
shows two Arab women gather- 
ing sheaves of wheat. This is the 
height of absurdity, and about as 
relevant as a picture of Superman 
on a copy of Hamlet. Dr. Lieblich 
terms her book “an oral history of a 
kibbutz," and 61 interviews out of 
100 carried out in the kibbutz are 
printed here, as well as some with 
ex-members, Only 20 out of the 120 
approached refused to be inter- 
viewed. 

Naturally, these people represent 
a broad cross-section of the human 
landscupe of the kibbutz, which is in 
the Jezreel valley, belongs to the 
Kibbutz Meuhad movement, is over 
50 years old and boasts three 
generations in its membership. 

The text entirely removes any 
reservations | may have had. The 
author's short introduction shows 
her own remarkable sensitivity to 
people and to places, her ability to 
convey atmosphere and her finely 
developed sense of communication 
(whether innate or acquired or both 
doesn't matter), 

Though the material is presented 
systematically, Dr. Lieblich notes 
that "my primary interest was not 
clearly defined “subjects” but in- 
dividuals, the people themselves, their 
needs,wants, hopes and thoughts" (my 
italics). This is the book's dis- 
tinguishing feature, and what 
enables it to provide something akin 
to a new dimension in the literature 
of the kibbutz. With interesting peo- 
ple and judicious editing the end- 
result is a series of authentic human 
portraits through which a com- 
prehensive picture of the kibbutz us 
a whole also emerges — its past, its 
present and its perspectives. 


THIS IS one of the more readable 
books on kibbutz to have come my 
way lately, in spite of a few jarring 
errors of translation (the kibbutz 
Gizbar is treasurer, not cashier, and 
the woman working in the com- 
munal clothes store is not a stock 
clerk). The great majority of the in- 
lterviews are significant and rele- 
vant, and some are particularly 
moving. Such delicate subjects as 
the many suicides in the early days 
of hardship and struggle; the trauma 
of the 1951 ideological split in the 
Kibbutz Meuhad, with the subse- 
quent transfers of members, and 
even family-splits; parent-children 
relations within the system of com- 
munal education, viewed from both 
sides and in complete frankness; 
work problems in agriculture, in- 
dustry and the services in a kibbutz 
known for its high work morality; 
and inevitably, the recurring 
problem of the woman in the kib- 
butz, including its implications for 
the younger generation of women 
born and bred there — these are 
only some pieces of the human 
mosaic which makes up the kibbutz. 

Dr. Lieblich writes that “studying 
Makom and writing about it has 
deeply affected me: she especially 
appreciates the “awareness, the 
ubility to face failures bravely as 
well as to take pride in success.” 
She isn't unawure;of ihe problems 
and conflicts of a large kibbutz — 
“an idea realised by human beings, 
with their strengths and weaknesses, 
their immense dedication and their 
incessant fluctuations ws-a-vis the 
initial conception... | emerged from 
ny endeavor with the same positive 
atlitude [ started with bul with an

knowledge — this is readily 
availuble on kibbutz — but above 
all of human understanding, of an 
insight into some kibbutz people 
and what makes them tick. Amia 
Lieblich set herself a formidable 
lask and accomplishes it extremely 
well, 

This book, published in the U.S., 
notwithstanding some criticism is 
basically sympathetic to kibbutz. It 
forces one to ponder again the 
paradox that there are many Israelis 
who canmot abide the kibbutz, and 
many persons living abroad who 
study and admire it. A centrist non- 
Socialist like Prof. Amnon Rubin- 
stein considers the kibbutz “able to 
integrate Utopian aspirations and 
realistic understanding, remaining 
faithful to the basic concepts 
through changing times.” Though it 
may help, one does not, therefore, 
have to be a socialist to admire the 
kibbutz, It's clearly not just a ques- 
tion of Left and Right. 

Some consider the anti-kibbuz 
trend primarily ethnic because the 
kibbutz was, and is, so 
overwhelmingly Ashkenazi. 
However, the leading critic, Israel's 
present Prime Minister, isn't from 
Morocco but from Poland. [t is 
easier, therefore to explain sym- 
pathy for, and even identification 
with, the kibbutz outside Israel than 
lo expose the roots of the hostility 
to the kibbutz of some sections of 
the Israeli public. 

An understanding of this hostility 
is a pre-condilion for struggling 
against it, and overcoming it. 
Research into aspects of the kib- 
butz's position in Israeli society can 
therefore contribute profoundly to 
an issue which will help determine 
its overall future.

ME'AL HADUKHAN (From the 
Rostrum) by Yosef Almogi.

YOSEF ALMOGI'S political career 
was jeopardized by his success 65 
Minister of Labour. In March 1971, 
with the spread of wildcat strikes, 
Almogi, in an attempt to save the 
country from anarchy, publicly sug- 
gested the regulation by law of the 
rights and obligations of employees. 
But not only was Almogi’s idea 
shelved — his political future was 
wrecked, Ten years ago it waa ἃ 
kind of blasphemy for 8 Labour 
politician to state openly that the 
Histadrut was no longer able, or 
even wanted, to create an 
egalitarian Jewish society. 

So far as 1 know, no one has ever 
linked Almogi’s attempt to [η΄ 
troduce legislation governing labour 
relations with the derailing of his

pointed the Mayor of Haifa and 
Zionist Executive Chairman. But 
the coincidence is too great to be ig- 
nored.

WHENEVER MAN oppresses his 
fellow-man, he distorts his percep- 
tion in order to see him as in some 
way inferior or even sub-human. 
This system of self-deception 
facilitates oppression, and can 
become elaborate, stable and 
sful, as in South Africa. 

Peter Lambley is 8 British-born 
psychologist who taught socio- 
logy al Cape Town University 
while studying for his higher degree 
Ihere. Though he had gone to Cape 
Town for purely academic purposes, 
he was so disturbed by apartheid 
that he decided to study how the 
system maintained itself. He found 
it impossible to study it as a social 
phenomenon. Granls from such 
government sources HS Human 
Science Research were refused, 
while less well-qualified researchers 
got substantial sums for non- 
political research. When he 
researched the historical literature, 
he found it was “like an Orwellian 
world.” Studies by radiculs had 
been defaced. Pages were missing 
for “librarians had to eliminate the 
writings of banned persons.” 

He began instead to study the 
system as 8 psychologist, in clinical 
practice. After researching the 
buok under review, he had to flee 
South Africa in 1978. 


THE REASON for the obstacles en- 
countered by Lambley will become 
clear to the reader when he grasps 
the gap between the official picture 
and reality. Lambley emphasizes 
that he includes nothing that is not 
based on direct evidence or ac- 
cepted scientific method. For in- 
stance, there was the Afrikaner 
woman given ECT for a hallucina- 
lion that was no hallucination at all. 
She simply recalled having seen her 
father in bed with a coloured niaid. 
When the author hit on the truth, 
she was removed from his care. 
Rather than face the truth, the doc- 
tors had colluded with the father in 
pronouncing her mad. 

When he realized there was dil- 
ferentiation even in medical treat- 
ment, Lambley began to consult 
studies of the authoritarian per- 
sonality, He was searching for 
parallels with Nazism. Yet the of- 
ficial Afrikaner attitude seemed to- 
confute him for it “allowed... for 
the eventual progress of the 
‘inferior’ African to full adult, equal 
and national status. A far cry from 
the sub-human dogma of Hitlerian 
philosophy and, given the problem 
of other pluralistic societies, one 
from which South Africa emerged 
with some credit for attempting ἃ 
potential solution to a pressing and 
urgent problem.” 

Lambley comments: ‘As a young 
Student, it was hard for me to gO 
against the overwhelming weight of 
this academic opinion. ‘Afrikaners 
are paternalistic towards Africans, 
which is irritatingly anachronistic 
but it is not Nazism’, 1 was told by a 
Professor of Sociology. ‘They look 
after the African better than the 
English ever did, There are no con- 
centration camps in South Africa.” 

_ In reality. Lambley found oppres- 
sion to ‘be all-pervasive and in- 
escapable, [{ affected the psy- 
chology of oppressor and oppres- 
Sed, and the potential protestors. 
The victims learnt to “play the 
game,” the oppressors to live by 8 

false s$stem. The liberal-minded 

might try.to protest, or pretend that 
they were living in a normal society.

deviation from the norm in this set- 
ting leads to anxieties which are 
then buried; the perversion is 
carefully hidden from the spouse.

The internal politics of universily

WHEN LAMBLEY began his 
clinical research, he saw that there 
were entirely different standards in 
treating coloured patients; even 
diagnostic work was distorted. He 
tried to maintain an undistorted 
standard in his treatment of 
coloured patients. To his dismay, he 
found that “treatment modalities 
regarded as normal could not be 
used in the contest of apartheid. 

He had been seeing ἃ coloured 
nursing sister who suffered from 
severe migraine. She was intelligent, 
conscientious und in every sense 
suitable for psychotherapy. After 
the initial few tulks her migraine dis- 
appeared. However, she became ir- 
ritable and weepy, unable lo work, 
and found herself being “bitchy” lo 
her husband. This was her reaction 
to the first few talks, yet she had still 
{o receive treatment. She had been 
used to being ignored by whites, and 


she had preserved her pride through 
coldness and aloofness that stopped 
short of actual rudeness. Now she 
was being treated as a human being, 
and this released all her pent-up 
feelings of bitterness and anger. She 
had to stop therapy. 

Anyone who asks why the liberal- 
minded English don't protest 
against the system should examine 
the artillery of coercion and ter- 
rorism trained on all who attempt 
to protest: : 

“The aim here is to terrorize 
chosen individuals rather than 
groups in such a way as to isolate 
the person from his or her 
emotional supports. For these peo- 
ple, the anxiety and fear that | hive 
described as existing in South 
Africa is subtly and systematically 
manipulated to make the person a 
functioning neurotic.”

papers mysteriously disappearing. τ. 


is made clear that the authorities 
are responsible for these accidents, 
and that they are the consequence 
of radical activity. 

In one case a man was warned 
twice by the police. He was at a 
protest meeting with his girl friend 
when the police arrived and started 
pushing her around. “They didn't 
lay a finger on me. It was clear what 
they were up to: everyone saw this 
and wanted to know why I got 
‘special’ treatment. Estelle and 1 
broke up soon after. She was scared 
to be with me...” 


THERE WAS the even worse case 
of the unmarried woman who lived 
alone. “She was scared of the dark 
and of noise and never went out at 
night. Over time, this fear was inten- 
sified by sets of regular incidents — 
rowdy gangs would roar around her 
house on motorbikes..." Her 
doorbell was rung for a fortnight at 
four in the morning, “All this 
completely unnerved her and to 
cope she began Lo use tranquilizers 
during the day and sleeping pills at 
night, Her main comfort was the 
telephone; when frightened, she 
would call friends to {π|κ to and 
with this she sometimes manuged. 
Then her phone went dead but only 
al night, She called the G.P.O. who 
tesled the line during the day and 
faund nothing wrong with it.” 


Being driven to near hysteria by 
the increasing terror and the dead 
phone, she asked a friend to slay. 
“Suddenly, there was no in- 
terference, no noise and no dead 
phone. If she spent the night alone 
all the terror came back. Her 
friends began to suspect she wus 
making it up..." 

In other cases houses ire 
repeatedly broken into. A, woman 
finds a rusty mail eft in 4 sanitary 
towel, or a corrosive on ἃ 
toothbrush. 

Since prutest is made impossible, 
how do the English in South Africa 
cope? Lambley finds three mudes of 
coping. The first group pretend they 
ure abruad, and live by other values. 
If they do altempt to organize 
political pratest groups, their xc- 
livilies get nowhere in (πὲ South 
African reality, and the emphasis 
comes to be excessively on being a 
“good" group member. Becasue vf 
the frustration, many use drugs, nol 
us a protest, but as a way of life. 

The second group maintain ἃ 
semblance of normality. “We prefer 
to lead a normal quiet life und let 
the government get on with running 
the country.” At times of crisis, 
such as Biko's death, they protest 
briefly, like ustriches who oc- 

casionally take their head out of the 
sand. 

The third group adopt the 
Afrikaners’ moral code. In this cuse 
they engage in legitimized corrup- 
tion. For example, a business ex- 
ecutive will have an affair with his 
secretary, and fire her when it is all 
over. The same may happen 
between university professors and 
their students, 

Consider the case of the religious 
businessman who had an affair with 
a coloured employee. He felt no 
religious conflict because she was 
coloured and therefore a “non- 
person.” 

Professionals become “'skilled ut... 
bending the appearance of observ- 
ing formal rules to suit the only 
reality thal matters — personul gain 
and. contact.” How do they come 
to be that way? “The only sae per- 
son...is the Afrikaner... English 
whites are first made anxious und 
apprehensive. Then a solution is of- 
fered — behave like us Afrikaners 
and co-operate with us and your 
fear will disappear.” 

Lambley did psychological tests 
— the Minnesota Personality Inven- 
tory and the Rorschach Test — on 
groups of students and nurses from 
all three groups, coloured, English 
and Afrikaner, The coloured stu- 
dents were deeply stressed, often 
near the line of schizophrenia but 
not psycholic, because ‘their -ter- 
rors, fears, anxieties and suspicions 
were to be found in their reality.” 
They needed heightened perception 
of danger for survival. 

The English students were jess 
deeply affected but still very dis- 
turbed, while the English nurses 
showed many kinds of neutotic 
disturbance, 

In the Afrikaner group, the strik- 
ing finding was the typical infantile 
result of the Rorschach test. 
Lambicy explains this as due to 
their living in a culture where all is 
seady-structured for them. No more 
ie required of them than of 
schoolchildren. :

She is 
viewed in the traditionally sexist, 
comic way; she is the grasping 
teaser who schemes (0 get her man. 
Men are advised to play hard-to-get 
on occasion, just to keep the fillies 
guessing, and here the comedy falls 
down a little. The thin dividing fine 
between the piste spoken male 
writer and the boor is dangerously 
blurred, but not long enough to ruin 
the whole book, 

_ However, Green simply sounds 
like a schoolboy sometimes. We 
may guess he's trying to guy the 
schoolboy mentality bul he doesn’t 
always succeed. Sometimes he 
lapses into the smutty chuckles of a 


middie-class British male i 
bath al the rugby club.

But then Green retrieves himself 
with his winning honesty. There's 
the Dreaded Beldame who makes a 
habit of spoiling her friend's fun by 
interrupting the sexual process with 
requests for boxes of matches and 
suchlike, or the male friend who in- 
sists on telling you about a shortcut 
which means you can drop your 
obliging girl-friend home first. We 
feel the pain a man can suffer dur- 
ing the seduction process, for in- 
stance when a girl considers the soft 
music and careful lighting of his 
bedroom the work of a seasoned 
tryer rather than the thoughtfulness 
of a romantic lover. We ache when 
he plucks up the courage to lean 
across for the first kiss after three 
hours, and there is frosty silence for 
the rest of the evening. 


GREEN IS plainly troubled by the 
courting process. Code words arc 
one αἵ his obsessions. 

“Would you like to come back to 
my place for ‘a cup of coffee?’ " 

“Yes, but I've got no contracep- 
tion.” 

Now there's the rub! 

Hlustrating the truth is one of the 
quickest ways to make us laugh. 
Michael Green has taken a subject 
where more lies are told and more 
deception practised than in almost 
any other. By conveying much of 
the truth, he succeeds in amusing 
for much of the time, 

Yel there are two objections. The 
Art of Cuarse Sex is fun to dip into 
but its form as a continuous nar- 
rative can become tedious. I would 
have preferred reading the book as 
a series of magazine articles. I 
suspect also that Green‘s previous 
work as a satirist of middle-class 
values may have got in his way here. 
It's a long way from coarse acting.

CYNTHIA OZICK’s latest book, 
Le virarian, is very cerebral and slick.

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WHEN, SHORTLY after World 
War {1, New Directions published 
an American edition of Kafka's 
Metamorphosis, one reviewer com- 
mented that its appearance was “a 
credit to the publishers.” Deserving 
no less is this handsome edition of 
Aharon Appelfeld's The Age of 
Wonders, which bears the imprint of 
the relatively obscure Boston house 
of Godine. [τ will surely consolidate 
the high acclaim which greeted last 
year’s English publication of 
Badenheim 1939; it also confirms a 
Kafka connection that is anything 
but gratuitous. 

The time, the atmosphere of 
doom and frenzy are those of 
Badenheim 1939, but unity of place 
yields in The Age of Wonders to the 
perspective of a 12-year-old, Bruno 
(whose name we don't learn until 
the statt of Book Two), Throughout 
Book One, Bruno is the passive 
observer of impending catastrophe, 
immersed in his Latin and algebra, 
accompanying his parents on their 
sudden journeys, & mute witness to 
family and communal disintegra- 
tion. 

He is a good student, a good boy, 
who feels intimations of sexuality in 
the persons of “fleshy maids,” his 
Uncle Salo’s mistresses and his 
father's sensuality, but he is not es- 
pecially precocious or scemingly 
even curious about the surrounding 
turmoil. Indeed, his very nor- 
malcy, at first a fitting embodiment 
of the state of mind of most adult 
Austrian Jews intent on altering 
their routines as ittle as possible 
despite the increasing harassment, 
becomes pvignant and abnormal. 
fle functions as un innocent, ac- 
curate recorder of Jewish panic, 
self-denial, stoicism, the attempt to 
convert and the confusion. 

Huddled in the dark of the town's 
synagogue with all the Jews, part- 
Jews, converled Jews awaiting their 
final journey, at last he too is afraid. 
“Why are you shivering?’ said 
Mother. ‘The exams are already 
behind you.” The next mystery for 
him will not be hesitant sexuality 
but almost certain death. The 
coming-of-age he had earned and 
vaguely anticipates will be cut short 
by wonder before unheard of — the 
camps, Though we, of course, know 
the Jewish fate from the start, it is 
only now that we too shiver with 
anger and dread. Bruno's 
breakdown reduces the distunce 
from which we have regarded the 
gathering storm.

Father inakes « weak retort but 
secretly agrees. (The day earlier 
he'd commented that the Jews are 
“doomed to extinction.”) Our 
wonderous century has trumped 
Kafka’s best nightmares. Appelfeid 
renders them less in general terms 
than fleshed in a specific historical 
vontext, 


HOWEVER, far from depleting 
Kafka's vision, Appelfeld enriches 
it. Consider the old family friend 
Brum, who marries out of Judaism. 
He changed after his conversion 
from “Brum the thin, Brum the 
ascetic..into a different kind of 
Brum. He grew taller, his shoulders 
filled out, and a luxuriant mustache 
appeared on his face; he sat with his 
new wife in the cellar of the White 
Horse drinking beer.” (Vanished 
ure those round, classic shoulders!) 
His counterpart is family friend 
Stark, a robust, half-Jewish sculptor 
who, against Father's pleas to avoid 
“the Jewish mutilation,” proceeds 
to convert to Judaism, When they 
visit him next, “we saw how he had 
changed. His face was covered with 
grey stubble, he had ἃ shabby skull- 
cap on fils head and a little prayer 
shawl on his chest...Father was 
stunned. He said, ‘I don’t under- 
stand," : 
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Ambiguities and ambivalence 
melt away. Aunt Theresa (Theresa!) 
died suddenly among nuns in her 
sanatorium-convent, Other conver- 
sions (even 4 rumour of Father's) 
stud the action. Appelfeld hus 
capitalized on and brilliantly ex- 
tended Katka's themutic trope in a 
manner which seems more than 
merely appropriate. With the 
decisive exception of Mother, who 
immerses herself in altruism, all 
Austria — Jew and Gentile — 
dances a wonderfully hideous Ovi- 
dian jig. 

Another unifying principle is ihe 

endless succession of train sides, 
Indecd, it seems that arrivals are 
merely preludes to new depurtures, 
As in Kafka, the symbol is mul- 
tivalent, and | can do no more thin 
allude to its complexity. For sxam- 
ple, the journey of son and mother 
returning first-class from their vacu- 
tion is interrupted by un annuince- 
ment; “Due to the special circum- 
stances, the security forces re- 
quested all foreign passengers and 
all Austrian passengers who were 
nol Christinn hy birth, 100 reguter at 
the alfice that has just been opened 
in the suwmill.” Jewish reaction, 
prefiguring oich of the ensuing ate- 
hon, varies wildly, I) runs from 
“hureaucracy gone mud" to blam- 
ing the “Ostjuden,” and includes ut- 
lempts to pass as Austrian. No one 
is exempt from some kind of com- 
plicity, A sentence has been passed 
and everything, everyone is trans- 
formed. 


THE TRAIN journeys, first class in- 
itially, get increasingly uncomfor- 
table, Trains start und stop at odd 
hours, ure crowded, and smelly. 
They become, at last, the freight 
cnrs waiting for their curgo. (It's 
odd; in America the freight car still 
symbulizes the vext town, freedom, 
Woody Guthrie openness. But 
when [ studied in Strasbourg in 
1957, 1 was astounded by the sight 
of hundreds of pieces of rolling 
stock all bearing six-pointed sturs. 
My landlady assured me that the 
cars were originally German but the 
star was the trade-mark of a 
regional heer! This explanation was 
for a vuriely of reasons so absuruly 
inadequiylg that it triggered ἃ series 
of events‘which svon caused me to 
study at a greater remove from the 
Rhine.) 

Nevertheless, Bruno 30 years 
later travels by train to his home 
town and, after a crucial act of sell- 
definition, the book cloves wilh his 
departure: “His eyes focused 
vacantly on the blinking railway 
signal, waiting for the brass plate to 
fall and the whistle of the engine to 
pierce the air.” If there is any 
special significance in the blinking 
signal, the falling plate, or the pierc- 
ing whistle, it is only for the reader 
(and the writer?). For Bruno, the 
railroad has lost its earlier associa- 


tions. . : 4 

Train journeys, commencing with 
the return of mother and son from 
the idyllic summer vacation, sym- 
bolize stages of Bruno's life, from 
infancy to manhodd. The confused 
middle journeys are fascinating 
images of the fluid relationship of 
father and son. ᾿

What 
Isaec Rosenfeld anid of Kafka 
seems uppropriate for the art of Ap- 
pelfeld: ‘The symbol, for Kafka, is 
itself a symbol, embodying the one 
and the many; the warld is also such 
asyoibot, as each part of it is part of 
a world- — for which reuson, 
Kafka's symbols are realilies."" Ap- 


pelfeld’s trains are journeys and 
symbols, his blinking signals are 
signs and realities. Moreover, 37 
years after Hitler, his world entails 
vision and memory. 

The Age of Wonders and 
Badenheim 1939 make superfluous 
nll symposia. Π is Appelfeld’s neces- 
sary subject; his way of dealing with 
its enormity reNecis his mode of 
organizing and assimilating his cx- 
perience. 

Since his first collection of stories 
in 1962, he has published six novels 
and live books of short fiction. Now 
a teacher of Hebrew literature, Ap- 
pelfeld was deported from Czer- 
nowitz fo a camp in the Ukriine 
when he was cight, escaped, served 
in the Russian army as a junior 
cook, and reavhed Pulestine at the 
age of 14, He is, 1 believe, unique 
uniong writers in Hebrew: lis sub- 
ject is the near-extinction of Euro- 
pean Jewry. Despite a disclaimer — 
Ἢ jend Jo write about triviulities, 
things not worthy of note; about 
small, ordinary, unheroic people" 
— he is g very special writer.

Kidnapping 


‘THE DEATH OF MEN by Allan 
Massie. London, Bouley Hend, 249 
pp. £6.50. 


INSPIRED by the kidnapping of 
Aldo Moro in 1978, The Death af Men 
tells the story of the abduction of 
Cormdo Dusi, a senior Christian 
Demucritic minister, by a small ex- 
Lremist terrorist group, The govern: 
ment, at Dusa's instigation, has 
pledged not to give in to terrorist 
blackmail. Individual politicians see 
the kidnapping as a chance to 
further (heir careers, and are em- 
barrussed when Dusa writes to the 
Press that his captors have made 
him see the errors of his ways, and 
uppeals to his collengues to accede 
“we their denuinds. 

The novel desciites the events in 
the days between the kidnupping 
and the mevitable execution οἱ 
Dusa. The different narrators are 
Raimundo, Dusa‘s brother, a rake, 
Chris, an English comm. “f jour- 
nalist, and the author who uyscribes 
the actions of Tomaso and Ber- 
nardo, two of the kidnappers. 

It is a book of ideas which tokes 
as its text the words of Oliver 
Wendell Holmes: “every society 
rests on the death of men,” and ex- 
plores them. 

It presents through its characters 
the arguments for and against 
the sacrificing of a life on the altar 
of terrorism, and illustrates the 
destructive power of both action 
and inaction. Raimundo does not 
act when he identifies Tomaso, 
because he thinks that te van do πο 
good; Tomaso, having carried out 
“the liberating action, the act 
capable of frecing me from the 
restraints “of bourgeois morality,” 
finds that it achieves nothing. Both, 
in their different ways, are respunsi- 
ble for Dusa’s death, and the death 
changes nothing politically. As 
Tomaso says, "The forces of inertia 
are indescribably strong.” 

Massie writes well and has the 
ubility tu crum a shart seatence with 
ideas. ΕἸ

A HALF-DOZEN swailows may 
not make a summer, but it is 


doubtless a sign of the times that a 


number of Israeli conceptual artists 
have turned to exhibiting works 
with good old-fashianed puinterly ἡ 


and compoaitional values, A decade 


ago, Gabl Klasmer of “Gabi-and- 


Sharon” fame, was one of the con- 
ceptual enfants serrible of the 


Bezalel. He has resurfaced ut two 


different venues in the Capital this 
month, the first at Gideon Ofrat's 
show of contemporary 
“poriraiture" at the Jerusalem Ar- 
lists House (reviewed on these 
puges last week) and al the second 
with his first completely solo show. 
At the Artists House, Kiusmer 
shows neo-expressionist clowns and 
comic-strip victims; the main piece 
at his sola show, entitled “Avodu™ 
(Labour) consists of a whole series 
or paintings on rectangular sheets of 
the same hard-surface paper, ar- 
ranged in what seems typicul of the 
device putented by Cohen-Gan, 
But there the resemblance ends, 
although both urtists are concerned 
with suggesting the plight of 
Everyman.

PIETER DE HOOCH. By Peter C. 
Sutton. Oxford, Phaidon, 276 il- 
lustrations, 16 in colour. 168 pp. 
£48. 


IT IS THE deformation professionelle 
of art historians that they con- 
centrate entirely on iconography. 
Few write more than a few lines 
about how and why ἃ particular er- 
tist goes about his work. As a result, 
critical evaluation is virtually ab- 
sent. Few historians can explain 
why one picture is better than 
another, or why history has deemed 
that one artist is deemed more 
worthy than another, 

A litle more evaluation than 
usual crops up in Peter Sutton’s 
Massive and definitive study of the 
Breat 17th century genre painter, 
Pieter de Hooch (16629-84) but the 
weight of the study is on examining 
stylea as related to theme as related 
to contemporary events and artists. 
There are some crumbs about the 
interaciion between de Hooch and 
Vermeor. But it was the latter who. 
was the true poet, his poetry deriv- 
ing from subtler composition and 8 
more sensitive handling of paint in 
the representation of pearly light.

‘Is it possible to put hot 
water into the machine — with the 
aim of saving electricity?" Answer: 
“It is possible — but not desirable. 
Dirt on clothing is released in ἃ 
gradual process. of heating, up tog 
maximum of 25 degrees Centigrade. 
Soaking in temperatures above that 
causes dirt to stick to the fibres of 
the garments.” d 

This, by the way, is the altitude of 
all manufacturers of machines 
which heat their own water. [ might 
add that rinsing is best done in cold 
water. So it would not be advisable 
to leave a machine attached to hot 
tap throughout the automatic cycle, 
“Rinsing in very hot water might 
result in some detergent staying 1ἢ 
the laundry, or in garments emergr 
ing more wrinkled than if rinsed in 
cold water.
